Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the rejections recited in the Final Office action. 
Applicant's arguments filed on 3/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant argued that the prior art, 
Paloniemi's invention (US 2001/001 7934 A1 ), does not teach or suggest: 

(i) "selecting a highlighted menu item based on movement data"; 

(ii) "storing movement pattern data representing a first pattem of relative movement between the portable electronic device and an 
imaging surface"; and 

(iii) "identifying a user", or "enabling operation of a portable electronic device". 
The examiner disagrees because the Paloniemi clearly teaches: 

(i) selecting a highlighted memu item based on movement data of the finger or the like; wherein, memu items 20 are highlighted by the 
pointer 21 , which is controlled based on movement data provided by the motion detection sensor 5, which detects movement distance (or 
rate of movement) and direction (e.g., leftward motion, rightward motion,...); see Paragraphs [0023], [0027], and [0030]; 

(ii) storing movement pattem data of the authorised user's fingerprint is performed when the user swipes his fingertip over the finger 
sensor 5 of the mobile terminal of Fig. 1, see paragraph [0032]; and 

(iii) identifying a user by comparing the stored movement pattern data ("the stored image") with "subsequent scans", see paragraph 
[0022]. 

Therefore, claims 1-22 stand rejected as discussed in the Final Office action mailed 1/28/05.
